IT GETS WORSE. 


Th« Strike on the Gould System 
Spreading:.

ST. LOUIS, March 8.— The strike on 
the Gould southwestern system was fol- 
lowed yesterday at various points along 
the lines by a general suspension of work 
of all knights employed in any position 
by the railroads, 
until the number 
reached between eight and ten thousand. 
Engineers are prevented from working 
by lack of assistance. 
No trains went 
out of St. Louis yesterday on the Mis- 
souri Paciiic road. 


The strikers have appointed delega- 
tions to prepare mail oars for their trips, 
switch them into position and attach 
them to engines. 
This makes it im- 
possible for the United States govern- 
ment to prefer charges against them for 
delaying mails. 


Assistant Superintendent Still well suc- 
ceeded in starting all the passenger 
trains on the 
Missouri 
Pacific on 
time to-day, the strikers oflfering no re- 
sistance. 
Not a freight car on the Mis- 
souri Pacific has been moved since Sat- 
urday night. 


The board of directors of the road have 
arrived. 
Chairman Powderly, of the 
general executive committee 
of the 
Knights of Liabor, is expected at any 
hour. 


WOT GBNERAII. 


GALVESTON, Texas, March 8.—Up to 
noon to-day no general strike of the 
Knights of Labor has taken place here. 


THE STITDEBAKEB STRIKE. 


SOUTH BEND, Ind., March 8.—At 2 
o'clock Saturday afternoon from 1,000 to 
1,100 men in the Studebaker shops laid 
aside their tools, dofied their aprons, 
donned their hats and caps, and walkt d 
out of the factories in regular order, and 
four abreast filed down Michigan street 
to the Knights of Labor hall. 
The 
reason for this wholesale gutting of the 
works was given as follows: 


Monday a committee of the Knights 
of Labor, consisting of three employes 
of the Studebakers and three knights 
representing three of the local lodges, 
waited upon Mr. Clen Studebaker, pres- 
ident of the company, and Mr. Cart- 
wright, the superintendent, and submit- 
ted a proposition whereby the wages 
were to be increased 25 per cent, through- 
out, This the company refused to grant. 
Since 
then 
the 
committee 
has 
waited 
upon the Studebaker company 
several times and submitted vaiioua 
propos tioDS which were modifications of 
the first. The Studabakers finally re- 
fused to grant them a raise of even 5 per 
cent. 
Some of the men who have fam- 
ilies to keep were working for sixty five 
cents a day, and a large number for 
eighty-five cents a day. I do not doubt 
but some of the men were getting as 
much, and some of them more than they 
earned, but the majority were not get- 
ting enough to provide the necessities of 
life. 


TEN THOUSAND HINEBS ON A STBIEB. 


PITTSBUBO, March 8.—The strike of 
the coal miners of Federation No. 3, 
comprising the soft coal districts of the 
east, was inaugurated to-day for the 
uniform scale of wages adopted at th<! 
convention at Cumberland, February 19, 
involving a general advance of 10 cents 
per ton. In the district there are 10,000 
miners. 


Dispatches from Maryland report that 
all miners, numbering nearly 5.000, axe 
out. At If wins. Pa,, 2.200 miners came 
out this morning for the increase. 


STBIKS AT NBW TOBK. 


N E W TOBB:, March 8.—Four thooBand 
joiners and carpenters stopped work hero 
to-day. The strikers demand that the 
average wages paid journeymen shall be 
$3.50 per day of nine hours for five days 
and eight hours on Satorday. Six hun- 
dred shops are affected, and at noon 
eighty-six bosses had agreed to the de- 
mands. 


A LABOB PABTY. 


DEOATUB, III, March 8.—The action 
of the Knights of Labor, of Decatur, in 
forming a new political party, is abstract- 
ing much attention. 
They declare in 
their platform that *'we have formed a 
new national political party to be known 


as the United Labor Party of America, 
for the purpose of organizing and direct- 
ing the great political power of the in- 
dustrial masses as a political organiza- 
tion." 


THE END AT BAN ANTONIO. 


ST. LOUIS, March 8.—A special from 
San Antonio, Texas, states that the local 
diflferences between the Knights of La- 
bor and the Southern Pacific railroad 
have been settled and the s t r i k e i s at an 
end.

Amanda L. Young, a widow of Blue 
River township, Hancock county, has 
been given a verdict for $4,000 damages 
for slander, against Joseph Binfofd, a 
wealthy farmer, seventy years old, Uving 
near Carthage. 


Mrs. Mary L. Griffin, a well known 
Irish lady living in Wabash, has filed 
suit against John Donavan, a blacksmith, 
for $2,000 damages for slander.

cused her of stealing an oil cloth. 


About seven o'clock Saturday evening 
Lawson Storey, one of the oldest resi- 
dents of Wabash county, aged about 
seventy years, and the owner of a fine 
farm two miles north of the city of Wa- 
bash, stabbed Robert Early, a man of 
twenty-nine, inflicting a wound which 
will prove fatal. 


A mob of 150 men and boys gathered 
at the house of R. B. Swankin, in the 
east part of North Manchester. Swankin 
is accused of whipping his wife and 
shamefully abusing his children. 
The 
mob ordered him to pack his personal 
effects, preparatory to leaving town, and 
then gave him an unmerciful beating 
and sent him away. 


Joseph Sherrard, a soldier in the Fifty- 
fifth Indiana, has died at Cloverdale He 
was wounded in the battle of Richmond, 
Ky., the ball striking him just above the 
ear, slightly to the front, passing through 
his head and coming out on the opposite 
side, about the same place. He has suf- 
fered greatly all these years with the 
wound and died from its effects. He 
leaves a widow and one child. 


Superintendent Boles, of White's Man- 
ual liiibor institute, at Wabash, has just 
arrived in that city with fifteen Sioux 
Indian girls, whom he has collected dur- 
ing a three weeks' sojourn in the Indian 
territory. 
None of the girls are over 
fifteen, and all are remarkably intelli- 
gent. 
Forty-five more will be brought 
from the west and placed in the institute 
before the close of the summer, so flat- 
tering has been the success attending 
Indian education at this school.

Mr. Plumb, 
in presenting some of these petitiot s, 
said they all seemed to eminate from a 
central source, as they were printed and 
signed alike. 


At 3:20 Mr. Stanford announced the 
death of Senator Miller and moved an 
adjournment. 
The senate then ad- 
journed. 


Mr. Brown obtained unanimous con- 
sent to address the senate on the subject 
of his bill to provide a new basis for the 
circulation of national banks. 
The bill 
provides that the bankinpc associations 
shall deposit with the United States 
treasurer, silver dollars, gold dollars and 
United States bonds to the amount of 70 
per cent, of the circulation notes aa de- 
sired by such associations.

NEW YORK, March 8.—The large iron 
steamer, Egyptian Monarch, burned this 
morning.

moval is estimated at not less than 
¿£500.000 ; but it was agreed at themeet- 
ing that they ought to go, and a com- 
mittee was ax:)pointed to inN-ite the va- 
rious public bodies and corporations 
and the public generally to contribute 
the necessary funds. 
This sort of re- 
construction as a means of beautifying 
and generally improving the city is going 
on in various parts of London now. 
There is a good deal of vigor in the old. 
city, if they do have mobs there occa- 
sionally.

glisten 
like dewdrops 
on 
the leaves. 
Natty 
jerseys in wool are made with a loose 
coat front, trimmed with gold buttons 
and worn over a Fedora front of bright 
red, ^vith a low bodice of velvet match- 
ing the shade of the coat, which in this 
case should be dark blue 
or 
black. 
Red ones are shown with black buttons 
and black velvet vest, collar, and cufis. 
A skirt of camel's hair, with long dra- 
pery lined and turned over at one side

Natty 
jerseys in wool are made with a loose 
coat front, trimmed with gold buttons 
aud worn over a Fedora front of bright 
red, with a low bodice of velvet match- 
ing the shade of the coat, which in this 
case should be dark blue or black. 
Red ones are shown with black buttons 
and black velvet vest, collar, and cuffs. 
A skirt of camel's hair, with long dra- 
pery lined and turned over at ono side 
with tho color that forme tho trimming 
of the jersey, makes a very useful 
morning costume. 


the sides and back fit closer to the fig- 
ure and considerably reduces the eizo 
of the waist. 
A pretty costume of 


steel blue cloth has a plain skirt simply 
edged with a border of astrakhan tissue 
eight inches deep; over this falls a sec- 
md skirt fastened to the bodice (in 
ither words a polonaise), looped up and 
astened atthti aide; the bodice also is 
astcned at the side,- as far as under the 
arm under a corselet of velvet of tho 
b»me color as the cloth. This corselet 
does not come farther this season than 
under the arm. The bodice is laced in 
,he middle of the back, under a back 
>ioce of velvet, which loses itself in the 
drapory below the waist; the turned-up 
collar of slate-bine velvet is rounded off 
tit the top and conies down into a point 
over the chest. The sleeve facing of 
similar velvet comes np into a point at 
the collar.—Godey for March.

tile woven'as smooth as coarse linen. 
Tt is striped with velvet or plush, and is 
pronounced very effective. 
In other 


goods Japanese designs are being in- 
troduced for picotiues and other wash 
fabrics, the coloring and effects being 
quite novel and pretty. Striped Caii- 
ton crape is another novelty, but it ap- 
pears absurd to sec a cotton stripe with 
one of rich plush or velvet alternating, 
which ia also ono of the new fashions 
brought out. Fresh and pretty designs 
in etamino and canvas goods are dis- 
played among the latest importations. 
Among these are illuminated etaniines 
in rich Madras effects, which will make 
gay aud pretty summer dresses. Some 
of these have lace-like borderings along 
tho selvage, which will be utilized for 
skirt and bodice trimmings. 
Other 


canvas goods show a stripe of the 
fabric and one of brilliant Eoman col- 
ors to be made up in combination with 
plain canvas goods. 


Among the new spring goods have 


appeared but few really new colors, but 
many novel shades, in fact, there are so 
many distinction of shades without any 
particular differences of decided hue, 
that to undertake to "carry a color in 
one's eye," without a special sample in 
one's hand, most generally results in 
the purchase of goods which when 
brought home prove to be no match al 
all for the original fabric for which il 
was desired. Blue in Baltic, Labrador, 
and dark Neapolitan shades show many 
variations of the old marine cadet and 
peacock colors. Sphinx is a deep bluo 
with a dull uiotalic cast. Drake's neck 
is a lovely dark rich blue especially be- 
coming to ladies of a rosy blond typo. 
Brown in golden tints, most beautiful 
of all the shades of this color, is fol- 
lowed by countless tones and semi- 
tones,, reaching from tho darkest seal to 
tho palest doo color, pinewood, amber, 
and tan, each fresh Lint of which is to 
be found in cashmoro, serge, vigogne, 
camel's hair, and other softly draping 
spring wollens.—ATew York Post.

Fancy straws of various kinds are the 


earliest importations of spring millinery, 
rat the most experienced dealers be- 
ieve the fine, smooth Milan straws or 
English Dunstables 
will remain in, 


avor, especially for black and colored 
jonnets. Some. very fine Neapolitan 
braids are shown, with the crown and 
irjm bordered with loops and scallops 
of straw that give a pretty effect. 
For 


white straws the cream-tinted Tuscan 
Braids are shown, in great variety, some 
of them being as closely plaited as Leg- 
lorn, but a new. feature is the iritroduc- 
iion of open lace-liko effects in rows 
about the crown and brim of the yellow 
Tuscans. 
Fancy lace straws some- 


times form the entire bonnet, while 
others combine lace with satin straw.
